Timely to You! 


To strike this subject while the 


country is hot may command some 
attention. It is a vitally Important 
thing that Covlna should have a park 
and a public swimming pluuge. The 
acquisition of a tract of land which 
may be beautified into a place where 
tbe people may pleasantly spend their 
time in the summer months, and in 
the winter for that matter, is Some- 
thing upon which action should be 
taken at once. 


It would be an easy matter to dis- 


cuss plans to be carried out along this 
Hue, but the plans for such a project 
have nothing to do with the present 
need, which Is to take action in the 
acquisition of the land, not some small 
corner lot with a few palms and a 
fountain, but a park, numbering sev- 
eral acres, and located near enough 
to the center of the town to make It 
easily accessible to the visitor and the 
dweller in the Immediate town. 


A park should be laid out on such 


a scale that It would be spoken of by 
visitors as one of the very pleasant 
features 
connected 
with the town. 


Los Angeles, supposed to be one of 
the ideal cities of a semi-tropic coun- 
try, is very remiss In this respect. 
The Sixth street park in that city has 
been a source of great comfort to its 
visitors and dwellers, but«it is inade- 
quate for the size of the city. San 
Francisco 
has 
innumerable 
parks, 


large and small, parks which were 
gifts to the city and parks which were 
acquired and beautified through muni- 
cipal expenditure. 
It is one of the 


comfortable, restful things about that 
city of the north. 
The stranger may 


enjoy 
himself 
without 
encroaching 


upon anyone. Fresno has a beautiful 
ten acres surrounding the county 
courthouse, 
which 
is 
maintained 


Jointly by the county and city. 
St. 


James park in San Jose is one of the 
finest welcomes to strangers ever 
offered by any California municipal- 
ity, and a source of incalculable com- 
fort to the citizens in that city of the 
Santa Clara Valley. 


Small towns around have seen the 


desirability of acquiring land for this 
purpose. 
President McKlnley, while 


speaking in the park at San Jose, 
mentioned, said that he had received 
flattering welcome in every Califor- 
nia town he had visited, but no feel- 
ing of genuine wel«ome had been so 
great as the silent invitation of the 
towering trees, the cool xvalks and 
restful seats of St. James park, and 
he enjoyed it all the more for know- 
ing that every stranger, rich or poor, 
received 
the same welcome every 


month in the year. 


And, 
in this Covina park which we 


must acquire immediately, there shall 
be, let us say, a big swimming pool, 
open to everyone, under the regula- 
tions of the park commissioner, who 
shall be in constant attendance during 
the hot months. Can you name an- 
other thing needed more in this town? 
Can you name another public move- 
ment, that will meet with greater sup- 
port than that of establishing a plunge 
for enjoyment during the hot weather? 
Properly managed, this big pool will 
be a source of delight such as the town 
has never known. Every boy and girl 
will sanction this, and it should be 
done. We have an abundance of wa- 
ter. We can make a cement tank of an 
acre or more in extent if advisable. 
It will not do to be too niggardly 
about either the subject of the park 
or the plunge In its center. Fresh wa- 
ter supplied In a plunge of this kind 
will keep many a boy and girl from a 
trip to the beaches; it will make the 
home town more atractive. Under the 
rules to be carried out by the park 
commissioner and swimming pool at- 
tendant, this feature of the park may 
be made one of its greatest delights. 


Let us begin to talk this matter up 


to the council immediately. Land for 
this purpose is never going to be 
cheaper. We must have a park, and 
the sooner steps are taken to acquire 
it the cheaper it will be for the city. 
Let's talk it up right away, issue 
bonds for this purpose, and keep in 
the vanguard with other cities small 
and large in California. What do you 
think, citizens? Isn't it a good, com- 
mon sense movement?

ment? Is It necessary to be coldly 
cautious In public place* when call- 
ed upon to paas Judgment on the 
character of an entertaiurnent, or the 
soundness of some movement for pub- 
lic good? Why are Covlna audiences 
so cold? 
What reason Is there for 


Covlna audiences remaining unmoved 
throughout a program, to the nervous

Any 
person with a spark of retl blood can- 
not but become out. of patience with 
i.hls attitude. 
II is not aethetic; it 


is a betrayal often of au inability to 
appreciate or understand. 
It ia only 


because there is a sprinkling of real 
appreciative 
people In each Covina 


audience that the applause starts at 
all on any occasion. Leaders, who 
are known as judges of music, or of 
art or oratory, Justly so or not, must 
start the applause; and not until these 
"aesthetic boosters" nres well under 
way do the others swell the sound of 
1'ipprovnl. 
Why do these people go at 


all?

THE COUNTRY'S HEROES. 


Honored at Memorial Day Service— 


Costly Monument to be 


Erected. 


Hoary-headed 
men, with shoulders 


bowed with years, but in whose eyes 
the light of the battle might easily be 
kindled once again, gathered on Sun- 
day afternoon In the Christian Church 
at Covliia, to listen to tributes to their 
comrades who are now enrolled ^yith 
the Greater Army, and to observe fit- 
tingly the day set apart by the Grand 
Army of the Republic. The exercises 
were conducted -by the reverend min- 
isters 
Conley, Gage, Stevens, and 


White. 
A male quartet composed of 


Messrs. Marshall, Blanchard, Lee, and 
Wells rendered selections appropriate. 
The address was deliverer] by Rev. H. 
W. White of the Methodist Churrh. 
Mr. White spoke quietly but force- 
fully, dwelling more largely on the 
future which is to he experienced after 
the last human trace of the great 
struggle has passed away. 


The speaker told of standing on the 


heights above Glendora, in the Sierra 
Madre foothills, where the great pan- 
orama of orchards in the Covina val- 
ley slept in the sun, and paid tribute 
to the scene as one of peace, peace in- 
describle as the shimmer of a Cali- 
ifornia sun played above the ranks of 
green foliage in the orchards. 
But 


this peace, the speaker said, was the 
outcome 
of 
public 
tumult. 
Tho 


mountains had been riven by earth- 
quake and the valleys made by the 
upheavals, so that peace did not de- 
scend upon the land until God's will 
had been carried out.' The peace that 
followed the great civil struggle be- 
tween North and South only came 
after the 
breach had been 
closed 


which had rent the nation in twain, 
the speaker said. 


Rev. Mr. White used this beautiful 


quotation: 


"These are the harvests which, in 


the grandeur of their reaping, redeem 
the tears and blood in which they have 
been sown." 
The fighting yours—the 


harvest ours. 


Continuing, the speaker said: "We 


will remember that you established 
the principles for which we live, that 
the result was freedom, and a new, 
perpetual union. We will try to make 
your victory permanent in our own 
day, and bequeath it to our children." 


Speaking of the great division at 


that time, Rev. Mr. White said: "A 
country divided horizontally is as bad 
as one divided vertically, and the 
country in which the cries of 'rich 
and poor,' 'capital and labor,' etc., is 
dividing the people is as bad as the 
old cry of 'North and South!' 


"The people of the South were gen- 


erally sincere in battling against the 
"Union. 
No people could fight with 


such valor, such devotion to a cause, 
such self-denial, as did the people of 
the South, unless they believed their 
cause to be right. 
They had been 


taught from childhood to love the 
state above the nation, and the North 
they regarded as almost a foreign peo- 
ple. 
Nor did they regard.themselves 


as rebels against the government, but 
rather as an independent people,(after 
secession 
had 
been 
accomplished) 


repelling invasion and conquest of 
their soil." 


"The 
people of the North 
were 


equally sincere. They denied the right 
of secession; they denied the right 
of the state to seize United States 
forts and arsenals. Above all they 
were fighting the battle of humanity 
in preserving the principles of gov- 
ernment. Had the South succeeded, 
further division would have followed. 
'Republican government would have 
been put back for centuries." 


MONDAY SERVICES. 


On Monday morning, at 10 o'clock, 


the veterans and the ladies' organi- 
zation gathered in Oakdale cemetery, 
where the services in memory or the 
fallen heroes were held,. The pro- 
gram consisted of numbers by the Co- 
vina Union High School band, under 
the direction of Prof. R. W. Groom, 
selections by the male quartet, prayer 
and benediction by members 
from 


Glendora and Azusa, and an addi'CHK 
by Frank S. Forbes of Los Angeles. 
Mr. Forbes i.s an eloquent speaker 
whose intimate knowledge or the sub- 
ject of the great struggle hus been 
gathered through years of close as- 
sociation with veterans, during which 
time, he has delivered many an atl- 
dress on Memorial Day. 


"The Union soldier has been known

That is the rea- 
son why the soldier of that war is 
poor. 
He was fighting for his coun- 


try, While a few were taking advan- 
tage of their country's distress to 
become rich." 


President N. D. Mussey of the Asso- 


ciation 
of Veterans, 
who presided 


over the exercises, made an earnest 
talk in regard to the purchase of a 
suitable soldiers' monument for the 
lot at Oakdale cemetery. President 
Mussey advocated the buying of a 
white bronze monument. The ladies 
of the auxiliary association at Glen- 
dora are responsible for the inception 
of 
the 
project. 
A comniitte 
was 


named to work toward this end under 
the direction of the ladies' organiza- 
tion, one person being named for 
each community. Rev. Paul G. Stev- 
ens was chosen to represent Covina.
